Support for this amendment is found, for example, in the recitation of a "processor 
in claim 17, which forms a part of the original disclosure of the application, as well as by the 
computer code listing on pages 12-13, which inherently contemplates execution by a processing 
device, such as may be embodied in a computer or other apparatus. In view of the foregoing, 
the claims cannot be construed as reciting merely mental steps, as they provide a practical
